Second Time Hemet Has 
Been Razed By Quake 


H E M E T , Cal., April 22.— This is 
the second tim e within 
eighteen 
years that H em et and San Jacinto 
have been damag-d by an 
earth­ 
quake. 
On 
Christmas 
morning, 
1898, nearly every 
business build­ 
ing in the two towns 
and 
many 
residences were destroyed. 
Build­ 
ings in Perris and 
Moreno, 
near 
San Jacinto and Hemet, were also 
wrecked. 
The quake at that tim e 
was similar to yesterday's in that 
it was general 
throughout South­ 
ern California and was 
most 
in­ 
tense in the vicinity of these towns. 
The Riverside County Hospital was 
then totally destroyed. The inmates 
were uninjured.

It is the 
exceptional teacher who does not yield little by little 
during the year to these two strains. 
W hat a teacher needs most in summer is outdoors 
and association with people who do not think in set terms. 
To subject herself to the grim' of a big office or munition 
factory shows bad judgment, to say the least. 
It is essential that she conserve her strength and 
build up more. 
She should devote herself to cutting 
down her own absence rate, and to putting by a reserve 
■ -’which will enable her to take on extra class work if 
net assary.

tion corkers can be trained in a few weeks. 
It takes 
years to train teachers.

FREIGHT BY TROLLEY' 


The proposal before the federal government to use 
the interurban trolleys of the country for developing a 
great short-haul freight system seems to have every 
argument in its favor and few against. 
The one big 
hindrance previously operative was the competition of 
the steam lines. 
In spite of this opposition, many o fth e 
interurban lines succeeded in carrying a considerable 
amount of freight. 
But wherever a steam line fed the 
same territory, the freight situation was crippled by 
futile fighting. 
W ith the railroads under temporary government con­ 
trol, the supposed necessity of maintaining highly paid 
officials for the purpose of crippling their natural helpers 
and feeders has been seen to be what it is—an Illusion, 
and a wasteful and harmful one. 
The steam roads are the natural carriers of big loads 
of long-distance freight. 
The trolleys are the natural 
carriers of small loads of short-distanee freight. 
They 
can relieve the steam roads of small and fussy jobs. 
They can assemble for the steam road these small and 
fussy lots Into great loads to be carried by them without 
delay. 
The interurban trolley lines are capable of great 
development along this line because tHeir trackage is 
used by passengers chiefly by day. 
The night travel by 
them is almost inconsiderable. 
lo the same way, the city 
streets through which most of the cars pass are used 
infrequently by night-passenger cars operating only on 
hour or at most half-hour schedules. 
There is one real difficulty. 
Most city trackage Is 
not built for carrying great weights. 
The trolley cars 
tear up the city trackage very rapidly. 
This is a matter 
which can be remedied either by providing one or two 
special rights of way through towns for freight cars, or 
by rebuilding tracks on a few streets. 
It’s a small ex­ 
penditure for a great, gain.

Review s W ork 
This occasion m arks the close of 
our second season of work together 
in the Y. M. C. A. 
They have been 
seasons of service, sacrifice, and of 
pleasure as well.

rendered by Hie leaders 
committeemen and the sacrifices made 
at times by us all have repaid us big 
in the mutual joys which have come 
to us through the consciousness of ac­ 
complishment. 
The past voar has been our finest in 
the awful world war and the work of 
our County Young 
Men’s 
Christian 
Association has not in the least been 
divorced from the wnr, its needs and 
the part we could h av i in it though so 
far away. 
In making my annual re­ 
port I therefore will touch first upon 
our war activity. 
F5arly in May the call came to our 
committee 
to 
co-operate 
with 
the 
other Y. M. C. A.s of the state in pro­ 
viding a fund of $3,000,000.00 to be 
used in providing Red Triangle service 
for American soldiers. 
Our county 


by subscribing $35,000.00 
The whole country went over the 
top bv 15 million and we were glad to 
have had a part iii the oversubscrip­ 
tion, thereby removing the date of the 
next call. 
Gone Away to W ar 
Not only by providing funds for the 
war Y. M. C. A. work has the Orange 
County association aided in the war, 
but by sending three of lier leaders 
to Y. M. C. A, service and nine of her 
leaders and at least twenty-five of her 
boys Into the army and by maintain­ 
ing a strong aggressive work here for 
the boys still with us, the better fitting 
them for either the army or life here 
at home. 
Experience in Canada and 
European countries lias been that the 
delinquency of youth has increased 
trem endously with the duration of the 
war. 
To offset that tendency and to 
create and m aintain a higher standard 
of Christian manhood has been the 
objective of the Orange County Young 
Men’s Christian Association. 
Of first lmportace in our program 
of activities has been the organization 
and m aintenance of the Bible study 
groups. 
L ast year we had a strong 
program along this line and as the 
result of the International 
exam ina­ 
tions we were adjudged the Banner 
County of the world for Bible study 
and one of our communities, Orange, 
won the Dan McDonald silver loving 
cup for obtaining 
more 
certificates 
than any other county community in 
the world. 
One hundred and thirty-three boys' 
took the examinations and ninety-five 
passed. 
This last week 224 of this 
year's students took the tests and we 
will anxiously await the results hop­ 
ing that they may again carry off na­ 
tional honors. 
Many of you attended the opening 
banquet last September at the S. A. 
Congregational 
church 
when 
plans 
were laid for the year's work. 
That was the opening gun. and there 
has been a continuous bombardment 
ever since In the way of boy activi­ 
ties. 
Since th at time thirty-nine clubs 
have been organized enrolling about 
SOP boys and meeting in 13 of the com­ 
munities of the county. 
It is hard for 
the people here to realize what that 
means but at a recent convention it 
was found that Orange 
county 
had 
more groups, more leaders and more 
boys than any other association either 
ity or county in til** state and was 
excelled In num bers by but few a s­ 
sociations In the world. 
Good Leadership 
The success of the work has been 
due largely to the dependable, high 
type of local leaders and the excel- 
ent training given them by their lead­ 
er, Prof. J. A. Cranston 
Last Sep­ 
tember they held their first 'm eeting 
if the season, in conjunction with the 
county 
committeemen 
when 
sixty 
men repaired to the hills for a day and 
half of conference and fellowship. 
At that time they 
organized 
them ­ 
selves into a L eader’s Club with plans 
o meet monthly for training and con­ 
ference. 
This program lias been fell­ 
owed out with mueli benefit both to 
themselves and the work. 
The Leader's corps has been 
cut 
into by the loss of nearly a dozen men 
through the w ar calls, hut strong men 
have filled the need and I believe an 
even better type of leader has result­ 
ed. 
Forty-four men are now members 
if this L eader’s Club and are giving 
much time and effort to this import­ 
ant work with the boy's 
groups 
or 
gangs of Hie county. 
They have rec­ 
ognized the fundamental principles of 
reaching and helping boys 
through 
their gangs. 
Before leaving the subject of 
the 
Bible Study clubs I wish to emphasize 
the fact that the boys and young men 
who are mem bers of the clubs and 
who are here this evening 
in 
such 
goodly numbers, have had much to do 
in the success of the 
groups. 
They 
have evinced u great spirit of co-oper­ 
ation and service. 
In the drives for war Y, M. C. A 
funds they have* given 
freely 
and 
about $1000 has been subscribed by 
the boys of the county for this work. 
The type of club m em ber has 
gen­ 
erally improved and the 
leaders 
of 
the schools of the county are in this 
work and are, we believe, raising the 
standards in their respective schools 
because of the high ideals set before 
them through the Y. M. C. A. clubs. 
Many Activities 
Through the clubs have been car 
ried on all sorts of physical, religious 
and social activities. 
A heavy basket 
ball season was carried out with 33 
teams in five 
divisions. 
No 
prizes 
were offered, it being desired that th* 
clubs play for the joy of the game and 
not just to “win " 
Some tennis, base­ 
ball and handball has been played but 
the opportunities to work spare times 
and the other spring activities have 
hindered our carrying out the usual 
athletic schedule. 
The track meet to 
day was the d o w n in g event of the 
athletic year and provided ample op 
portunity for good sportsmanship, ex 
ereise and excitement. 
Fia* Ii club has carried out its own 
social program with

banquets, parties, 
etc.,

desired 
Many of the clubs held Feather and 
Son affairs which served the double 
purpose of bringing the fathers and 
sons closer together and giving the

proved a most valuable affair from the 
physical, social and religious stand 
points 
250 attended it and enjoyed 
the fine all day program.

noon service HH boys took forward 
steps for cleaner and better lives ami 
32 made decisions for the Christian 
life for the first time.

for 
Southern California was held last fall 
in Uplands and 24 of our older fellows

Guaranteed For 
Sugar Beets 


Our 1918 contract provides payment for beets based on price received for the sugar, but guarantees 
that such payment will be not less than though the sugar, (which will not all be sold until about August 
1st, 1919) brings 7%c per pound. This meansV minimum price of $7.50 per ton for beets testing 15% 
sugar, plus 50c additional for each 1% sugar above 15%, or $9.50 per ton for beets testing 19%, which 
Is a little under the average test of beets produced around Santa 
Ana. 
(The last 
10-year average 
throughout Southern California was 18.9234%.) 
We assume all risk of sugar bringing less than 7%c 
but the beet grower gets still higher prices lf sugar brings more than that price. 


The guaranteed price for 19% beets under previous contracts was $5.70. 
A comparison between the 
minimum returns per acre for 19% beets under such previous contracts, and under our 1918 contract, 
appears below:
